Germany,  has  translated  a  summary  of  the  food  ingredient  and  additive  laws  of  West 
Germany.  These  new  provisions  become  effective  December  26,  1983.  Products  that  do 
not  meet  the  new  requirements  must  be  sold  or  withdrawn  from  the  shelves  by  that 
date.  The  Agricultural  Office  reports  that  West  German  buyers  are  already  requesting 
that  products  meet  the  new  laws.
